The graphic story of a young man’s “World Tour of Fraud” was 
told to the Chief Justice, in the Criminal Sessions this morning by 
Mr. F.C. Jenkin who apjieared to prosecute Richard Charles Williams 

’ (or Stone), 32, supposedly a Canadian by birth, who was charged 
with ‘defrauding various banks, including the American Express 


Company.: 


Williams ere guilty to the charges and also admitted seven 


different aliases, 
_with hard’ labour. 


He was sentenced to'three years’ imprisonment 


After his carcer of fraud had been outlined, Mr. Leo d’Almada, 
Sen., who appeared on his behalf, put forward the fact that Williams 
had been gassed in ‘France during the Great War ‘and had twice 
been an-inmate of a lunatic asylum, ,

Counsel could not find that anything 
had ‘been done with this letter, 
though it appeared that he had been 
experimenting with “it,” noting the 
ink on the paper, ete. 
Amongst his Papers was found, an- 
other letter of credit, this having 
been issued by the National Bank 
of Egypt. 

, Among prisoner's 


were effective for removing ink, also 
a phial containing a- curfous kind 
of ink and a brush, ‘a box of aniline 
powders, 4 box of paints and a sheet 
of carbon. which, when held to the 
Nght revealed the tracing of a coat 
of arms. 

Counsel then: said that prisoner 
had been in the hands of the police 
In various parts of the world; He 
was fined at Liverpool for being a 
stowaway, and was subsequently 
convicted at Rome and Vienna, He 
waa imprisoned in Versailles in 1926 
for two years for awindling.

-A White Paper issued by the 
Government states :— 

In August, 1926, Mr. R.-M: 
Henderson, Engineer-in-charge of 
Waterworks, submitted a com- 
plete report with plans and eati- 
mates for two alternative 
schemes for the partial.and com- 
plete development of the Aberdeen 
Valley ‘respectively. ; 
After further consideration it 
was decided that the proposal for 
this complete development of the 
catchment area, would prove the 
more satisfactory scheme and ex- 
cack from the report are annex- 
ed, i. . 
The scheme consists of the de- 
velopment of the whole of the 
Aberdeen Valley and the catch- 
watering of the areas to the East 
as far as Wongneichong Gap and 
to the West as far as Mt, Kellett

Pipe lines will be necessary 
from bath reservdirs to Aberdeen 
where they will join and a com- 
mon pipe will run from there to 
Elliot Filter Beds by way of: Island 
Road, Victoria Road, and Pokfu- 
lam Road, :

SOLDIERS OccUPY HOUSES. 


—— 


Hankow, * Dec, i. 

The situation in Hankow has 
shown a* further ‘improvement 
during the week-end with peace 
and order being almost completely 
restored in the Chinese city. 
Martial law is not so rigid al- 
though Garrison troops are being 
still placed ‘at all street ‘concerns 
at night to guard against possible 
outbreaks of disturbancé.. Barb- 
ed wire barricades and sand bags 
in the Special Administrative Dis- 
tricts have becn removed, bring- 
ing-traffic back to normalcy. At 
the important entrance to the dis- 
tricts, however, sand bags and 
barbed .wires are still placed at 
the road side, so that they might 
be thrown up again in case of 
emergency.. The streets in the 
French Concession. are still ‘bar~ 
ricaded, says the “Herald.” 

A great number of . changes 
have occurred during the last two 
days in the local administration. 
The Garrison ‘Commander, Gen. 
Ho Kuo-kwang, who was_ in 
charge of the local situation after 
the Hunanese troops had evacuat- 
ed, has resigned and the post has 
been awarded to General Hu 
aung-tu, Commander of the 19th 


Army which defeated © Tang 


']Sheng-chi’s forces and fought 


their way to Wu-Han, General 
Hu is a native-of Hupeh. It is 
understood that he will also take 
the.office as head of the Board of 
Military Affairs for Hupeh a 
vince, ; 


Directorship Bone of Contention. 


The directors of practically all 
the local government bureaux and 
administrations ' have been 
changed and new ones appointed 
to the posts. It is’ interesting to 
observe in this.connection that. in 
practically all cases three or four 
directors have been appointed for. 
one administration by the vari- 
ous commanders here each select- 
ing his own men, Thus a new 
director for the Telegraph Office 
has been appointed by General 
Chen, another by General Li 
Tsung-jen and still another by 
General Hu. Conflicts of this na- 
ture .are said to be existing in 
many of the local government 
bureaux where the directorship 
becomes the bone of contention 
for the military leaders. 


Private Houses Re-Occupied by 
Troops. . 


When Tang Sheng-chi was in 
power in Hankow, his troops seiz- 
ed and occupied; a number of 
buildings and property belonging 
to the local Chinese many of the 
big Chinese-owned buildings in 
the Special Administrative Dis- 
tricts were occupied and used as 
army headquarters of residences 
of the. generals, ., "When the Hu- 
nanese troops departed, . these 
buildings were evacuated and the 
Chinese owners, in an attempt to 
avoid further occupation of their 
property by soldiers, immediately 
took steps to either lease them to 
foreigners for nominal rents or 
have them registered in a foreign- 
er’s name. ‘This proved to be use- 
less since the newcomers are: de- 
termined: to occupy the houses 
whether or not they are rented to 
foreign residents. The palatial 
building opposite the S. A.D. No. 
2 Police Station belonging to Mr. 
Han Yung-ching, and formerly 
occupied by General Tang Sheng-

Peking, Dec. 10. 
The United States Government 
will continue its traditional-policy 
of non-interference with the do- 
mestic affairs of China. 


Mr, John. V.A. MacMurray, the 
American Minister in Peking, 
made, in his 
Minister Wang  Ying-tai_ and 
Dictator Chang Tso-lin on Thurs- 
day and Friday.. At both inter-

He explained that when 
the Military took over the Hotel, 
the work of installing telephone 


wires was immediately stopped,| . 


and on the request of the Military, 
the Telephone Company's wires 
were coiled up and secured to the 
end of bamboo: poles in the ser- 
vice room on each. floor.

“The Earlier ‘Inhabitanta 
: London," by Prof. F. G. 
Parsons, | E.R.GS., - F.S.A. 
(Cecil Palmer; 10/6 net). . 


{To anyone interested in’ the 
ethnology of the British Isles this 
ought: to’ prove a fascinating 
volume, The author, who is Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy in the University 
of: London -and President ‘of the 
Anthropological Section of the Bri- 
tish Association for 1927, .is well 
qualified for the difficult’ task, and 
as he has been studying the sub- 
ject and systematically collecting, 
and arranging for the past thirty 
years the reader is assured that the 
theories advanced have not been 
hastily arrived. at, In spite of the 
author's profound scholarship the 
book is written in language under- 
standable to the educated layman 
(with the exception of a few neces- 
sary pages on cephalic Index, etc., 
the book is singularly free from 
technical phraseology). It ia an 
attempt to collect as many facts 
possible about the earlier inha- 
bitants of London—ic. the London 
of pre-Norman days—and by piec- 
ing them together to construct a 
picture of the city and its denizens, 
The first chapter, dealing with 
paldeolithic and neolithic people, 
is more conjectural than the fol- 
lowing ones owing to the complete 
lack of written’ records and _ the 
paucity of the discoveries, Then 
come the mysterious Beaker Folk, 


of 


a tall round-headed .people . who} 


until lately wore known as the 
Bronze Age Race because in their 
later tombs bronze implements are 
so frequently found. With -the 
arrival of the Celts (about 600:B.C. 
according to Professor Parsons) 
we are on’ surer ground. Here 
(pages 72, 73) the author mentions 
a very interesting “bleaching” 
theory to account for the ‘fair hair, 
white skin, and blue eyes of the 
Baltic peoples:—Positive ~history: of 
Britain begins with Caesar's  in- 
vasion, 55 BG, An interesting: pic- 
ture of.the happenings and condi- 
tions round about the Thames dur- 
ing the next century, when Cym- 
belirie was king, is given. 
the book says: “The real history 
‘of London begins with the defeat 
of Bondicea,.... Before this

During the Roman occupation 
London grew rapidly and soon be- 
came, as she has continued to be, 
the most cosmopolitan city in Bri- 
tain. When Rome withdrew . her 


protecting arm hosts of wild but! 


virile .“Nordics” came on the scene 
from. Jutland and Frisia. These 
are the chief moulders of the 
modern Englishman and_ Lowland 
Scot, though Profeasor Parsons is 
inclined to believe that the Celtic 
element in the average Englishman 
ig not so minute as many would 
have us think. A fetv centuries 
later, Norwegian Vikings and the 
Danes ‘further “Nordicised” the 
blood of Britain, Here the book 
finishes.
